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II. REMARKS 

A. Status of the Claims 

Claim 38 has been amended without prejudice or admission to delete the article "an" on 
third line of claim 38 (i.e., ". . .administering to a human patient a therapeutically effective 
amount of a COX-2 inhibitor and a» opioid analgesic combination . . ."). 

It is respectfully submitted that no new matter has been introduced by virtue of this 
amendment. 

Claims 38 and 47-76 are pending and are encompassed by the elected invention, 
including the elected species. 

B. Substance of Interview 

In accordance with the provisions of 37 CFR § 1.133, Applicants herein make of 
record the substance of the telephonic interview conducted on July 28, 201 1, between the 
undersigned attorney and Primary Examiner Christopher M. Gross.
